"(b) The sums made available to the Agency may be 
jf^TJexpended without regard to the provisions of law and regu- 
Jp lations relating to the expenditure of Government funds, and 
r \ | for objects of a confidential, extraordinary, or emergency 
r of ' nature, such expenditures to be accounted for solely on the 
x certificate of the Director and every such certificate shall 

be deemed a sufficient voucher for the amount therein certified. " 


I am aware of theneedoftheGeneraL Accounting Office to perform its 
il auditing function and 1 do not mean this request 

to imply that the other normal functions of the auditors’ should be limited, 
jlprovided they do not extend over the contract referred to. Will you please 
not reveal to the auditors the name of the Agency initiating this request.
